Saranzak was held by Bensal-

Observation Tower 


An observation tower 18 feet 
square and 43 feet in height will 
be provided. An area about 800 
by 900 feet will be available for 
seasonal parking and boat stor­ 
age.

They will not, however, ven­ 
ture outside the craft as did a 
Russian cosmonaut on the most 
recent Soviet flight. 


The plans were disclosed at a 
news conference for Air Force 
Majors Jam es A. McDivitt and 
Edward H. White ll, the pri­ 
mary team for the forthcoming 
GT4 flight,

The next mission—now tenta­ 
tively set for early June — is 
planned as a four-day journey 
of 63 orbits. 


The Gemini spacecraft will be 
launched from Cape Kennedy, 
Fla., and is to land 98 hours 
later in the Atlantic near Grand 
tu r k Island in the eastern Ba­ 
hamas. 


Dr. George Mueller, director 
of the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration’s manned 
space program, said the next 
launch is planned for the third 


quarter of the year, but every 
effort is being made to advance 
it into June.
